Theatrical. Hubbub. 


Or Joun Burr versus Jonn Kemare, 
Our readers are aware that there have | 
been for many years past, only two regu- | 


Jar winter. theatres in London; those of 


Drury-lane and Covent-Garden. Both 
these theatres were lately burnt down; 
and while the embarrassments in which 
the various proprietors of the former were 
involved, leave their theatre, like their 
finances. in a confused heap of ruins, Co- 
vent-Garden theatre has been reLuilt in 
about nine months, and opened on the 18th 
inst. when in the true spirit of monopoly, 
the prices of admittance were raised. This 
it seems, John Bull, was determined to 
resist, and a systematic opposition has been 
accordingly made, every night since the 
opening of the theatre by a sort of feacea- 
ble rioting, which, it is conceived, does not 
warrant the interference of the police. It 


consists of a confused din of every species | 
of noise—hissing, hcoting, whistling bu- | 


gle-horns,cat-calls,haranguing, and shriek- 
ing, which nightly overpowers the dia- 
logue and songs of the actors and reduces 
them to mutes. Great numbers of per- 
sons have nightly been sent into the house 
by orders, to form a party in favor of the 
managers, but the greater part of these 
have joined the people, who seem resol- 
ved in spite of constables and Bow-street

Exizasetutown,(U.C.) May 10,1809.

A most crue! murder having been per- 


Isaac D. Underhill, a resident here, I

On the Ist inst. an American vessel, 
said to be bound from Ogdensborough, in 
the state of New-York to Oswevo, anchor- 
ed in'a Bay onthe British shore of the 
St. Lawrence, having ‘on board .a captain 
William P. Bennett of the 6th United 
States’ Regiment of infantry, and some of 
hismen. While laying in said Bay, capt. 
Bennett, who had ‘received information of 
an American deserter being in our settle- 
ment teaching school, ordered his Sergeant 
by the name of John Graves to pursue 
and take him: the sergeast and two of 
his men then went on shore, proceeded to 
the sehool house. took the said Underhill, 
tied his hands before him, and drove him 
some distance through the woods with 
their guns and bayonets, pricking him 
continually ina most cruel manner to 
make him run, till they came to the 
‘King’s highway, when the said Underhill, 
looking towards a Mr. Fulford’s house 


‘where he boarded, felt a wish to escape to 


it and run; he had not proceeded morc 


‘than 4 or 5 rods when he was fired at by 


the said Sergeant and his men, and on the 
second discharge of a gun he was mor- 
tally wounded, when the Sergeant and his 
men ran upto him and were going to 


} blow out his brains, but he begged his 


life, saying he had received his death 
wound, and wanted a few moments to 
make his peace with his maker; on which 
the soldiers left him, ran to the shore, 
went immediately on board the schr. and 


fled tothe American shore. Underhill 
with assistance reached Mr. Fulford’s 
house, where he lay in exerpciating tor- 
ture till Tuesday afternoon, when he ew 
pired. The corone:’s inquest sat on the 
body the next day and brought in a ver- 
dict of Wiltul Murder, (after hearing the 
testimony of Francis Davis and Robert 
Hugenon, two seamen belonging to the 
yessel_ mentioned in their depositions, al- 
.3p many other strong and convincing tes- 
timonies.)—-The following letter from 
capt. Bennett, with my answer, will fur- 
ther elucidate the Jatter.

have restored him his sword, and he has 
returned to the command of his regiment 

The attack upon the Chesapeake is con- 
demned on the ground that a national ship 
is national territory, and therefore exempt 
from being scarched, molested or even 
entered upon by the subjects of any for- 
cign power under any pretence. But this 
being only a jurisdiction by construction, 
if it admits of no doubts upon principle, 
yet must certainly be allowed on all hands, 
to be a less palpable case than a violation 
of land territory.

-Deserters from 
his Majesty’s ships were found and seiz- 
ed for the purpose of being sent back, 
when the men were brought before a 
Judge by Habeas Corfius and discharged : 
Nay a mob stood at his door and gave him 
to understand that if he did not discharge 
them forthwith, they would discharge 
them for him. And the next day the de- 
mocratic presses exerted themselves to 
instigate the mob to tar and feather the 
Shersif who had arrested the deserters at 
the request of the British Consul. — But 
new when our own turn comes ; when an 
officer of ours violates the territory of 
Great Britain, commits an atrocious mur- 
der and insolently triumphs in the out- 
rage, he is not even removed from his 
command ; he forfeits neither honors nor 
emoluments; and we have yet to learn 
whether the government does or does not 
disavow the act. “Here, however, far from 
apprehending any thing amiss, } fecl con- 
fident the President will do what justice 
demands, and what a regard for the hon- 
or and peace of the nation requires. I 
mean simply to nctice the very consistent 


‘conduct of our fuming advoca‘es for ven- 


geance against Great Britain. Had there 
been a change of circumstances, had a 
British officer in Canaca pursued a deser- 
ter into Vermont and there shot him, what 
let me ask would have taken place among 
ourselves? The first and immediate step 
would have been, I presume, an attempt 
to take Canada by storm. This is the 
Jeast that could have been done to appease 
our fiery patriots for amoment. But now, 
every thing has passed away so quietly, 
that even the sentence of the court mar- 
tial has hardly found its way into our 
newspapers, and where it has, not a single 
remark of any kind or shape has accom- 
pamed it. “ We hear the mislortunes of 
others, says Roehefuucault, with wonder- 
ful patience.”

TERRITORY OF MicuiIcAN, ss. 
Supfireme Court, Seft.term, 1809. 

History, the record of facts, shews, that 
under every form of government, man, 
when invested with authority, from the 
weakness and imbecility of his nature, has 
a strong propensity to assume powers 
which he is not legally clothed. Fully 
persuaded of this truth, from reflection and 
observation, we the grand jurots for the 
body of the Territory of Michigan, after 
having heard witnesses, and a free and 
dispassionate discussion ; and mature con- 
sideration of their testimony—on our oaths 
do present :—That Whlliam Hull, Goy- 


ernor of this Territory. did, on the 27th | 


day of February, 1809, illegally and with- 
out any colour of authority, sign an instru- 
ment of writing, as Governor of this Ter- 
ritory, remitting a fine of filty dollars, im- 
posed on John Whipple, by the supreme 
court of said Territory, at their September 
term, of 1808 ; for having abused and in- 
sulted, and called Augustus B. Woodward, 
one of the judges of said territory. “a 
damn’'d rascal”’—on account of said Wood- 
wird’s having rendered a certain decision 
in a certain suit, which was then pending 
in the said supreme court.—And we, the 
said grand jurors, have a confident hope, 
that the supreme court will carry into ef- 
fect their own judgments, 

We, the said grand jurors, on our oaths, 
further present so much ofthe act adopted 
by the legislature of this territory the 24th 
February, 1809, entitled, “ an act making 
appropriations forthe years | 808 and'}809, 
as appropriates for James Witherail, John 
Whipple and William M’D. Scott, as 
commissioners, for 17 days services each, 
in exploring and superintending the sur- 
vey of a public road from the foot of the 
rapids of the river Miami of Lake Erie to 
Detroit, at four dollars per day, each—204 
dollars :—for James M‘Closkey surveying 
said road at 3 dollars per mile—1i99 1-2 
dollars :—~for the hire of two horses and 
two men 17 days, at 4 dollars per duy— 
68 dollars :—and for 11 days of the ser- 
vice of one man on the same business, at 
one dollar per day—t1 dollars :—as un- 
necessarily and illegally burthening -the 
people of this territory with taxes, to re- 
munerate the said commissioners for ser- 
vices which agreeably to the act entitled, 
“an act for laying out and opening a road 
from the city of Detroit to the foot of the 
rapkis of the Miami, which enters into 
Lake Erie,” when performed, and, under 
which the said commissioners acted, were 
to be compensated for, only vut of the pro- 
ceeds of a lottery authorized by the last 
mentioned act -— 

And we the grand jurors aforesaid also, 
unahimously express it as our opinion, that 
the said James W itherull, one of the judges 
of the supreme court of this territory, act- 
ed unbecoming the cbheracter ofa tauhful 
and impartial yudge, when he introduced 
to the legislative board, and voted for the 
law making the aforementioned appropria- 
tion. 

The legislature of the United States hav- 
ing by their act of the SOth Apru, J790,

My opinion is that we shall defend Porta-' 
gai by advancing again into Spain, If we 
cannot fight the French in the Peninsula 
with Spain and Portugal at our back, we 
ceriainiy cannot do it with Portugal only 
in the present distracted state of tha 
kingdom. The British army at this 
moment is in a more efficient state than 
ithas been at any period on this part 
of the continemt. By remaining a short 
time here it will be sull more so by 
the junction of many small detachments, 
from almost every town in Portugal. 
The most experienced officers of the army — 
are of upinion that we are able to beat the 
collected forces of the French in the Pe- 
ninsula whenever we meet them; that che
